Small  in  number  but  large  in  heart,  the  football  team  fought  to  the  very  end  of  the  season. 
The  Spartans  finished  the  season  with  just  forty-four  players  in  uniform.  The  small  squad 
was  further  depleted  by  injuries;  however,  they  held  together  and  hovered  around  the  .500 
mark  before  wearing  down  and  losing  its  last  three  games  of  the  season.  “We  were  very 
proud  of  the  effort  our  players  gave,”  Turner  said.  “We  have  a small  squad  but  everyone 
played  hard  and  with  determination.  We  had  fifteen  underclassmen  and  a number  of 
freshmen  in  our  starting  line-up.  If  that  group  maintains  their  desire,  we  will  have  a strong 
foundation  to  build  upon  next  season.” 

Turner’s  main  worry  over  the  off-season  will  be  replacing  the  eight  seniors  on  this  year’s 
squad,  all  of  whom  made  great  contributions.  The  group  was  led  by  the  passing  duo  of 
Waialae,  and  receiver  Roger  Little.  Setting  a new  school  records  for  passes,  Roger  Waialae 
was  voted  the  team’s  Most  Outstanding  Back.  Other  seniors  include  tailback,  Ed  Cyrus; 
strong  safety,  Sanford  Brown;  kicker  Pablo  Ramirez;  linebacker,  Joe  Droke;  offensive 
linemen,  Jeff  Vanderlinden  and  Mike  Sheldon.  “We  hate  to  lose  these  eight  seniors,”  Turner 
said.  “They  were  all  great  contributors  to  the  program.  We’ll  miss  their  talents  and 
leadership.” 

Some  of  the  few  that  will  fill  the  role  of  the  missing  seniors  are  Trent  Merzon,  who  came  to 
Dubuque  as  a junior  college  transfer  and  started  a number  of  games  at  tailback,  and  junior 
free  safety  Sean  Collins.

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Inexperience  Key  Factor  in  Baseball 

With  just  one  senior  on  its  18-member  squad,  the  Dubuque  baseball  team  finished  with  a disappointing  4-25  overall  record  and  in  last 
place  in  the  nine-team  Iowa  Conference  with  a 3-16  loop  mark.  There  were  some  bright  individual  performances  for  the  Spartans.  Lone 
senior  Tom  Potts  was  picked  to  the  All-Conference  team  as  second  base  for  the  third  straight  season.  He  finished  the  year  with  a .337 
average  with  five  home  runs  and  17  runs-batted-in.  He  finishes  his  career  as  the  all-time  leader  in  runs  scored  with  84  and  stolen  bases  with 
37.  Freshman  Dale  Sperfslage  led  the  team  in  hitting  with  a .404  average,  the  fourth  best  average  in  school  history.  He  finished  fifth  in  the 
conference  with  a .462  league  average  and  also  placed  10th  in  league  pitching  with  a 5.27  earned-run-average.  He  struck  out  a team-high
